It has often been observed that in the
eastern cities  women sent  out on night
details are compellad to go unattended,
while here in San Francisco, says the
Californian, if a woman is sent oot at
all on o detail that involves the least
exposura to the rongh element she is
provided with an escort. Indeed, in
San Francisco and other western cities,
women are not often assigned to other
night work than that of dramatic and
soclety reporting, or lecture ana associn-
tion reporting.

Few women aro employed on the daily
press in - Sun Franelsco, The Call has
one womun  on Its  stafl; the Chronlole
vmployes one woman, but it is an innova-
tion; the Fxaminer employs two and
somotimes three women; the  Post,
the Bulletin and the Report have o
women on tho regular stail; the News
Lattor employs one, the Wasp  threo,
the Arvgns one and the Wost Fud
one.  The pressof the west is uniformly
conrtepus 0 women workers and their
efforts in the right divection.

RULES TO THE  RIDERS

Dencription of the Teack and the Terms on
Which m Slice May Be Had—First
Come, Firat Served —Information
for Land Hunters,

The bordors of the Chervkea strip
which is to be opened to entry and set-
tlement al noon, September 16, are
flanked with land huntors |‘r|'t-[m|'inu for
the rush. Itis believed the stampede
will surpass that of Okiahoma, as the
large number of unemployed will ewell
the ranks of the professional land hun:
ter,

The steipis 200 miles long and Alty-
six miles wide and ombraces 8,144,082
acres. It lies batweoan the tith and 10Lh
parallels of west longitude, with the
southern border line of Kansis as its
northern boundary and the Creek coun-
tey and the territory of Oklahoma as its
southern. It will fw. geen thal it sepa-
ratos the major portion of Okishoma
from the streip formerly known as **No
Man's Land,” but now part of Oklahoma.
Topographically it is a volling country,
broken here and there by hills and up-
lands and Interspersod with smiling val-
loys and Fden like bottoms. It is plen-
taously watered, and the water courses
are skirted with fine timber, oak, wal-
nul, codar, ash, beech and hickory.
The soil of the bottom lands and prai-
ries is soft and loamy, bluck as ink and
of marvelous fertility., The undulating
prajries are covered witha thick growth
of flowery vegetation, nude of tim-
ber and prosh.  Both the bottom lands
and praivies offer ideal conditions ror
the practically unlimited production of
corn, wheat, tobaceo, cotton amnd pota-
toes, Upon the mdges and divides the
land is not so well wdapted to agricul-
ture, but as the forest growth is slight
they furnish  splendid pastures for
sheep and cattle, baing profuscly l‘]llll.l.l'l.!
with succulent “bunch grass.” Owing
to this sellf-cured “bunch grass” and to
the mildness of the climate and the
abundance of  water, the hilly repgions
are claimed by old sheep growers to af-
ford the best sheepcountry in Lthe world.

Extensive Snit Marshes,

In the northwestern vart of the strip
are extensive salt marshes, and o the
cast of thom is the great salt plain, en
the Salt tork of the Arkansasriver,com-
prising thousands of acres.  In some
tracis the salt is found on the suvface of
the gronnd and along the edees of the
streams,  There are also vast fields of
salt beautifully erystalized, which greet
the eve of the traveler a long distance
bofore hie reaches thom. It would ap-
penr that there is sult enough to supply
the whole country, and it can be had
merely for the handling. Hitherto it
has been extensively nsed on the neigh-
boring  eattle ranches und has  been
hauled to towns in southern Kansas and
sold,  All the Indians of the territory
huve had froe access to it for their sup-
plies,  In wet weather and high water
therve id little or nosalt to be seen, but
after three or four dry days it appears
again on tne surface,as before desceribed,
from gix to twelve inches thick. On
Septembor 27, 1719, Lieutenunt Du Tisne,
from the I'rench garrison at Kaskaskia,
Paised the French flag on these salt
plaing and wok possession in the name
of the king. He was the first white
settler to enter the sweip from the oast,
as Dionisio had been from the west.

Hallrowds nnd Stremms,

The strip is already traversed by four
lines of raflroad, with several other
lines just a little ou'side, Two of the
strip lines are branches of the Atchison,
Topeka & Santa e, one running
obliguely through the western end ina
southwesterly airection and the other
running southward from Kansas through
the Chiloceo Indian Industrial School
reservation into Oklahoma at the east-
ernside. A third, the Chicago, Kansas
& Nebraska, runs southward through
the conter of the strip, and the fourtn,
the Kansas & Arkansas Valley road,
cuts through the northwestern corner,

In the western portion, along the line
of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Pe
ruilroad, are the settlements of Warren,
Alva, Noel, Eagle Chief, Waynoka,
Nimrod, Sutton, Griftin, Warwick,
Woodward, Ovrlund, Noreis, Gage,
Stockton und Goodwin, In the easiern
side, on the other branch of the same
road, are the stations of Ponea and
Magnolin, besides o number of settle-
ments on what were formerly thoe reser-
vations  of tho Tonkaswas, Kansas,
Pawnee and Osago Indiuns, On the
northern border, upon a reservation of
B, 040 neres, is the Chiloceo  scliool, By
the terms of the law opening the strip
it will be continued in operation and
tho rescrvation made permanent, In
the western part of the strip is the
establishment known as Camp Supply
Military reservation.

IBesides the Big Clmarron river in the
wost and the Arkansas in the cast, there
are thess erovks: Boaver, Bultulo, Wolf,
Sund, Sleeping Bear, Skeleton, Mul-
bervy, Indian, Traders, Turkey, Bull
Bear, Ewors, S cull and Eagle Chief, all
in the western portionand teibutaries to
the Cimarron, and in the middle and
castorn portions, feeding the Arkuansas
river, are the Rock, Male, Medicine
Lodge, Sandy Clay, ltound Pond, Hed
Rock, Black Bear, Bluil, Turkey, Buck,
Hominy, 'ond, Bivceh, Hickory, Coon,
Bird and Camp crecks and the Shakuska
and Caney vivers,

lndian Nelghbors,

Prospeative settlers in the strip may
now prepure to get aequaintoed with the
Cherokecs, Cresks, Chootaws and other
tribes or nutions of Indians in the terri-
tory, who, with the white homesteaders
of Okluhoma, will be their nearest
neighbors, These Indlans ave of g high
order for thelr race. They practice
agriculture und many of the arts: thoy
raise all sorts of grain on  thely farms,
own great hevds of eattle, ponles and
horses, live In good houses, vun mills
and factories, conduct excellent schools
and academivs and maintain goud roads,
in acoordance with legal enactments,
They are us tribos exceodingly wealthy,
und have enormous sums of money dus-
posited to their credit in the United
Blates teasury, on which they recelve
interest sunually, They are now vapidly
adopting American manners, customs,
usages and garments. A nuwu;mlwr 0X=
erting wide influence is published at
Tahlequah, the capital of the Cherokes
nation, one side belng printed in the
Cherokee tongue and the other in En-
glsh., The Choctaws, 1o the southeast,
are governed by & written counstitution.
They elect their priocipal chief svery
four years, and have o regularly organ-
ized Judiciary, with trial by fm'y und
the right of appeal to the supreime vourt,
The Oherokees pumber about 20,000,
the Choctaws 16,000, the Creeks 15,000
and the Uheyennes und Arvapahoes 7,000
knd ull the other tribes 22,000, muking
altogether 80,000 Indians resident in the
Indian territory,

The Cost of the Land,

the government for their rellug dishment
of the strip is $8,005, 736, of which $205,-

How It Will Be Settled,

By the terms of that act no person is
permitted to occupy or enter upon the
and exeept in the manner prescribed by
the president’s proclamation opening it
to settlement, and any person otherwise
oceupying or entering upon it forfeitsall
right of un.e:luluiuﬂn in the future. All
intruders already on the ground are re-
quired to be removed as trespassers, but
provision is made that such as ovcupied
houses and had barns, fences, erops or
other improvements prior to Augnst 11,
1886, should, before theilr removal, be in-
demnitied by the Cherokec nation for
their improvements upon an appraiso-
mont of their value by a board of three
cxperts espocially appointed for that of-
fice by the president of the United
States.  Such improvements thereupon
become the property of the Cherokee
nution.  The ampunt paid for them muost
not oxcoed 200,000 in all, wnd the ap-
waisers indetermining the value of the
mprovements may consider the value of
the oceupstion of the lund. .

The Cherokee Allotments,

Citizans of the Cherokee nation wno,
privr to Noyvember 1, 1801, had mude
permanent and valuable improvements
upon any portion of the strip for farming
purposes havo had  the right to select
one-pighth of g section of land each, in
conformity with the government sur
veys, upon the sites of their improve-
ments, and their wives and children
huve been at liberty to muake similar
salections of lands i};ulu'm’ml by their
husbands and fathers, though each one
30 taking allotments must forfeit#112
from his or her per capita share of the
purchase money received by the nution
for the strip.© The number of such ullot-
ments is restricted to seventy, not to
oxceod in the srgregate 5,000 acres, und
the sum of #1.40 per scre is to be de-
ducted from the full amount due the
Chierokes nation.

These allotments to the number of
soventy as permftted have now buen
selected, and permission has been given
to the owhers or ¢Miimants to file proof
and argument in'thele support at the
Interior department until Soptember 1
next. The delay 'ih opening the strip
hus been occasioned by the slowness
with which the allatments were solected
and located. Anvrmginal map, showing
tho location of eavh allotiment, hus just
been prepured aod published by the de-
purtiment for the ‘fuformation and guoid-
ance of prospoctive setilors, and will be
disteibuted at all'thie ]prim-ipul polnts In
the neighborhoodiof the steip.

The Magnitude of the Hotel Business.

Some idea of the enormous proportions
the business of hotel-keeping has ns-
sumed in this country, says & writer in
the North Ameeican Reviow, may be
gained from the faot that there are in
the United states upwards of thirty
thousand hotels, exclusive of what may
be termed inns and taverns and what
are commonly known as apartment
houses, although the latter are in many
Instance conducted as hotels, in that
they have a common kitchen and dining-
room. During the pust two years there
huve been opened in the city of New
York four new hotels, the arrrerato
cost  of which inclading furniture
was  upwards of  $10,000,000, They
are veritable palaces, both in archi-
tectural design and interior splendor,
and yet they may be said to be only in
keoping with a large numbher of hotels
with which our eitizens have for yoars
beon familiar.  In proof of this, and as a
notable fact, it may be memioned that
in the municipal tax levy for the cur-
rent year the highest valuation put upon

any building, but one, in the whole city
ol New York, is placed upon a hotel
that has enjoyed a world-wide fame for
more than thirty years, and another
curious fact is, that the two hotels hewrs
ing the highest assessed valuations are
two of the oldest in the city, thus {llus-
trating the high character maintuined
by the hotels of New York for muny
generations,

When the yellow
apples ripened in the fall, each one was
found to contain a red globule which
was known afterwards as the “drop  of

blood," T'he poople remombered that
o foreign [lu:llllul' had passed theongh
the village In  the previous fall
and  had stonped over night
at  Rood's house, and the story
grew that he had killed him for his

monoy and buried the body under this
tree,  Bearch revealed notlilng concern-
ing the peddler, but the peopls sald the
avidence of Rood’s gullt was summod up
in his disturbed spivit and the blood-
wottled apples. Micah Rood lost all
interest in his farm, beeame o dopendent
on the town, and died in 1717,  But so
long us the blood-spotted apples grow
they will be known as the *Miko' applos
and will perpetuate the story of his fifu_
